I was with Jess when she died. Just the two of us. I had 
persuaded John & Joan to get some rest as they had kept vigil for hours. 
She opened her eyes just before her last breath and I hope she knew that 
I was there. 



I don't know where to begin. Frank & I visited Jess & John 
in Spring Valley May 20th. At that time Jess was taking radiation and 
her mouth was sore. After further consultations and examinations she 
was admitted to hospital for tests on June 8th. We kept in touch as did 
Brownie. It was expected that she would go home any day. 

A mini reunion was in the works for June 28th and Jess 
insisted she would be there. I talked with her on Friday 22nd and told 
her Brownie and I would drive to see her on Tues. and she said "That 
would be lovely!". Sunday morning Brownie rang to report that Jess's 
condition had worsened. Frank and I immediately drove to the hospital 
in Ohio arriving at 5:00 p.m. Jess was in a coma. 

On reading her diary which was up to date to June 20th I 
noted that Jess swam 8 lengths on May 23, and 6 lengths on June 6th and 
played 9 holes of golf on May 31st. Also, several other days she worked 
on skills and routines. She had plans to go to Cape Cod in August, to a 
swim meet in Portland, Oregon in October and to England next year. 

It grieves me to send this message to each of you. We shall 
all miss her so very, very much.
